AN ACT Relating to prioritizing existing funding for special safety
corridor projects; anending RCW 82.08.020; adding a new section to
chapter 46.68 RCW and declaring an energency.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW82.08.020 and 2006 ¢ 1 s 3 are each anended to read as
fol |l ows:

(1) There is levied and there shall be collected a tax on each
retail sale in this state equal to six and five-tenths percent of the
selling price.

(2) There is levied and there shall be collected an additional tax
on each retail car rental, regardless of whether the vehicle is
licensed in this state, equal to five and nine-tenths percent of the
selling price. The revenue collected under this subsection shall be
deposited as foll ows:

(a) Seventy percent in the nultinodal transportation account
created in RCW47.66.070; _and

(b) Thirty percent in the special safety corridor account created
in section 2 of this act.
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(3) Beginning July 1, 2003, there is levied and collected an
addi tional tax of three-tenths of one percent of the selling price on
each retail sale of a notor vehicle in this state, other than retai
car rentals taxed under subsection (2) of this section. The revenue
coll ected under this subsection shall be deposited in the multinoda
transportation account created in RCW47.66. 070.

(4) For purposes of subsection (3) of this section, "notor vehicle"
has the neaning provided in RCW 46. 04. 320, but does not include farm
tractors or farm vehicles as defined in RCW 46.04.180 and 46. 04. 181,
off-road and nonhi ghway vehicles as defined in RCW 46.09.020, and
snownobi | es as defined in RCW46. 10. 010.

(5) Beginning on Decenber 8, 2005, 0.16 percent of the taxes
col l ected under subsection (1) of this section shall be dedicated to
fundi ng conprehensi ve performance audits required under RCW 43. 09. 470.
The revenue identified in this subsection shall be deposited in the
performance audits of governnent account created in RCWA43.09. 475.

(6) The taxes inposed under this chapter shall apply to successive
retail sales of the same property.

(7) The rates provided in this section apply to taxes inposed under
chapter 82.12 RCWas provided in RCW82.12. 020.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 46.68 RCW
to read as foll ows:
(1) The special safety corridor account is created in the notor

vehi cl e fund. Thirty percent of the receipts from taxes collected
under RCW 82.08.020(2)(b) on retail car rentals nust be deposited into
the account. Moneys in the account may be spent only after
appropriation. Expenditures fromthe account may be used for speci al
safety corridor projects. Special safety <corridor projects are
projects that may require bond financing to conplete construction and
safety inprovenents. The followng criteria shall be wused in
determ ning which special safety corridor projects have the highest
priority:

(a) Fatal accident experience;

(b) Historic underfunding of safety inprovenents;

(c) Ability to | everage additional nonstate revenue sources;

(d) Contribute to the econom ¢ devel opnment of the corridor; and
(e) Provide additional capacity to nove people and goods safely.
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(2) The following projects, listed in order of priority, are
eligible for special safety corridor account funding:

(a) State route nunber 2 beginning near the junction with state
route nunber 9 at mlepost 5 to King county |line at Stevens Pass near
m | epost 64,

(b) State route nunber 97 beginning at mlepost 0 to m | epost 63;
and

(c) State route nunmber 20 begi nning near Sedro Wholley at m | epost
64 to near Newport at m | epost 436.

Moneys deposited in the special safety corridor account nay be used
for paynment of debt service on bonds the proceeds of which are used to
finance special safety corridor projects under this section.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. This act is necessary for the imrediate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi atel y.
